‘Lifeline of Hope’ provided 
in letters to Soviet prisoners

SAN DIEGO — Reversing the trend of 
history is not simple, but something as 
small as a signature on.a petition or a 
letter to a prisoner in the Soviet Union 
can help, a Sister visiting here from 
Chicago said. 


Freedom for Soviet Jews and other 
oppressed people is a goal of the National 
Interreligious Task Force on Soviet 
Jewry. The executive director of the 
Chicago-based group is Sister Ann 
Gillen, SHCJ. 


RELIGIOUS freedom is a major. 


concern of the task force — whether it is 
for Jews, Catholics or persons of other 
faiths in the Soviet Union. 


Sister Ann hopes to elicit interest.of San 
Diegans in two of her projects — a 
petition drive concerning a Lithuanian 
Catholic Church and a letter writing 
network for Soviet prisoners and 
refusniks. ‘i 


Sister Ann hopes to obtain American 
signatures on petitions protesting the fate 
of a Lithuanian Catholic Church. St: 
Mary, Queen of Peace Catholic Church 
in Klaipeda, Lithuania’s third largest 
city, was constructed in 1960 with the 
permission of the Soviet government, she 
said. 


THE CHURCH, financed by 
donations from local residents, was closed 
by the government in mid-1960 and 
officially confiscated in 1961, ‘‘under 
direct order of Nikita Khruschev.”’ 


The church. is now a_philharmonic 
concert hall. Thousands of Lithuanians 
have petitioned futilely for the return of 
their church. 

If thousands of Americans show their 
concern for the religious rights issue, the 
Kremlin will eventually listen, Sister Ann

said. Americans can’t expect an 
immediate resolution, she added.

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Mixed impressions gained 
from ecumenical tour

NEW YORK (NC) —> Catholic 
participants in an ecumenical seminar- 
tour of the Soviet Union returned late last 
impressions of 
religious life there. 


“A sign of hope to me was that in 
individual contacts with people they said 
the situation for religion was the best it 
had been in their lifetime,’’ said 
Benedictine Sister Mary Catherine 
Shambour, one of five nuns making the 
trip. 


THREE PRIESTS and 10 lay men 
and women also made the tour. The 266 
total participants reportedly formed the 
largest American group ever to visit 
Soviet churches. 


The group was sponsored by the 
U.S.-Soviet church relations committee 
of the National Council of Churches, 
which has carried out exchanges with 
Soviet churches since the 1950s. 


Sister Shambour, a U.S. representative 
to the Pax Christi International 
Commission on East-West Contacts, said 
she had lived in the Soviet Union three 
times, twice studying on a_ teacher 
exchange program and once. teaching 
English to Russian children. She repdrted 
a conversation in Russian with a Catholic 
priest who told her the religious situation

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‘Porn’ battle 
heats up again

Vista’s Committee Concerned for 
Community Values (CCCV) spent three- 
and-a-half weeks collecting over 3,800 
signatures in its effort to ban broadcasting 
of pornographic material by cable 
television companies here. 

The petitions were submitted to the city 
clerk July 11 by Jeff Baker, vice president 
of CCCV, and Gloria McClellan, Vista 


“city councilwoman. 


IF THE proposed city ordinance 
makes the ballot and is approved by the 
voters in November, it would prohibit 
distribution of pornographic material by 
cable companies through ‘‘public right- 
of-ways’’ (cables) within the city. 

Baker said the ordinance will work 
together with California’s State Penal 
Code and U.S. Supreme Court decisions 
and will set a statewide precedent for 
communities to set their own decency 
standards. 


The Supreme Court has repeatedly 
ruled that pornography is not protected 
by the First Amendment, Baker said. 


“‘WITH CHILD abuse, incest, and 
spousal abuse at epidemic levels far 
exceeding those of alcoholism and 


-- venereal disease, we “Vistans Can no

countenance this immoral 
propaganda being forced upon our 
community,’’ he said. 


Gary Cox, the general manager for 
which__ provides 
cable to Vista, was unavailable for 
comment on the proposed ordinance. 


McClellan was challenged to defend the 
position of intervening into private home 


viewing habits. ‘If you use narcotics in 
_ the privacy of your home, you’re still 
- breaking the law.’” Section 311 of the 


California Penal Code states that the 
distribution of pornography is against the 
law, she said. 


CCCV’S PROPOSAL will help set 
community standards about 
pornography and _ substantiate section 
311, McClellan said. 


Between now and November, CCCV 
intends to raise funds and educate Vistans 
by speaking to school and civic groups on 
the proposed law and the dire effects 
pornography has on their community, 
Baker said. 


The citizens of Cincinnati, Ohio, were 
succesful in their effort to rid the city of 
the Playboy Channel, Baker said. 


“ARMED. WITH four criminal 
indictments from a gutsy DA, the same 
Playboy Channel which has forced itself 
on Vistans, quietly left that city, citing 
technical difficulties,’’ Baker | said. ‘‘If 
Playboy would kiss off the big bucks to be 
made in Cincinnati without even entering 
a courtroom, what makes our Mayor 
Wade think that they .would risk a 
$100,000 court battle in little ol’ Vista?’ 


McClellan said that Msgr. Thomas 
Byrne, pastor of St. Francis Church, 
helped in the ordinance drive by allowing 
signatures to be collected outside the 
church. 


If the ordinance is approved by the 
voters in November, CCCV’s next step 
may be to get pornographic material out 
of video stores, McClellan and Baker 
said.

WON’T ‘“‘COMPETE’’ — The lay 
letter on the U.S. economy will not be a 
“‘competitor’’ to the similar pastoral 
letter by U.S. bishops, said Connecticut 
businessman Caesar Arredondo, who was 
chairman of the lay group’s first hearing 
July 11. He said the Lay Commission on 
Catholic Teaching and the U.S. 
Economy included people better qualified 
in economics to supplement the bishops’ 
knowledge in theology. 

PRIEST HELPED — While rescue 
workers were picking through the 
wreckage in search of bodies and 
evacuating survivors of the derailed 
Amtrak Montrealer train in Vermont 
July 7, at least one priest was on the scene 
to serve the victims and lend moral 
support to the workers. Father John R. 
McSweeney, vicar for finance for the 
Diocese of Burlington, Vt., spent six 
hours at the scene of Vermont’s worst 
railroad accident in nearly 100 years. 

“CONTINUING TRAGEDY’’ 
Secretary of State George Shultz noted 
congressional concern over alleged 
human rights violations in heavily 
Catholic East Timor during his recent 
visit with Indonesian Foreign Minister 
Nochtar Kusumaatmadia in Jaktara. The 
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foreign minister said he discussed with 
Shultz a letter signed by 123 members of 
Congress which referred to a ‘‘continuing 
tragedy’’ since the island territory was 
invaded by-Indonesia in 1975, a State 
Department spokesman said. 

TRIP ‘‘PROBABLE”’ — A papal trip 
to the Dominican Repulblic Oct. M1-12 is 
“‘probable,’’ but not definite, said a 


Vatican press spokesman. A visit then — 


would coincide with the beginning of a 
nine-year celebration organized by the 
Latin American Bishops Council to mark 
the 500th anniversary of Christianity’s 
arrival in the region. 


APPEAL LOST — The California 
Court of Appeals of the Second District 
has ruled that 16,433 aborted fetuses 
discovered in an abandoned storage 
container more than two years ago could 
not be buried in a public cemetery by a 
local chapter of the Catholic League for 
Religious and Civil Rights. The court 
ruled that allowing the burial would 
create ‘‘excessive entanglement’’ between 
church and state. 

WHAT’S THE CAUSE? 
Specialists in poverty and welfare gave 
widely divergent and often conflicting 
views on the causes of poverty as the Lay 
Commission on Catholic Social Teaching 
and the U.S. Economy held its first public 
hearing. Solutions discussed ranged from 
workfare to drastically reducing teen-age 
pregnancies.

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PG-13 BOOED — The new PG-13 
movie rating was denounced by Richard 
Hirsch, U.S. Catholic Conference 
secretary for communication, who said it 
would ‘‘make a hard job still harder’’ for 
parents. He said the PG-13 rating would 
be assigned to some films that previously 
would have been rated R, which requires 
children under 17 to be accompanied by 
an adult. 

STRIKERS GASSED — Police tear- 
gassing of demonstrating mine strikers in 
Clifton, Ariz. was ‘‘totally uncalled for 
and went beyond the means of control,”’ 
said Father Steven Stencil, Catholic 
pastor in the strike-torn coppér town. 

VISA DENIED The Reagan 
administration has denied an entry visa to 
Northern Irish leader Gerry Adams, 
president of Sinn Fein and member of 
Parliament from West Belfast, who backs 
the Irish Republican Army. He was 
denied a visa ‘‘because of the Provisional 
IRA’s advocacy of violence in northern 
Ireland and because of his own advocacy 
of violence there,’’ a State Department 
spokesman said. Adams issued a 
statement saying the denial was ‘‘no 
surprise. Under their rules George 
Washington...would be denied a visa 
because of his support of the War of

GRAVE RESTORED — China has 
finished restoring the grave of Father 
Matteo Ricci, an Italian Jesuit missionary 
who introduced the Catholic faith to 
China in the 16th century. The graves of 
two of Father Ricci’s fellow missionaries, 
Belgian Father Ferdinand Berbiest and 
German Father Hohan Adam Schall Von 
Bell, also have been repaired, according 
to Chinese news accounts.

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Missionaries aid 
terminally ill

NORTH PARK — Two Maryknoll nuns with more 
than 80 years of missionary experience between them 
moved to San Diego in 1977 with the idea of slowing 
down. Instead, they volunteered to work with the 
terminally ill. 


Sisters Mary M. Hock and Rita Bonnin joined Hospice 
in its first year in San Diego and helped the program’s 
second patient and many others since then. 


HOSPICE IS a non-profit corporation with the stated 
goal ‘‘to provide humanitarian care and support for 


terminally ill persons and their families, assuring pain- 


free time to handle financial, emotional and _ social 
unfinished business.”’ 

No Hospice patient is charged, but money comes to the 
program from. Medicare for eligible patients. Each 
patient is seen by a team — nurse, social worker, home 
health aide or homemaker and a volunteer. 


An average of 100 patients a week is seen. Hospice has 
a 51-member staff and 250 volunteers. 


‘“PHYSICAL REASONS and the aging process’ led 
the Sisters back to the United States. They are now both 
‘‘approaching 75’? but were young women when they 
entered the Maryknoll novitiate at the same time. 


Between them they worked in South Chiaa, South 
Korea, the Philippines, Bolivia and Micronesia. 


The Sisters were looking for an apostolate when they 
came to San Diego in 1977 and discovered the new 
Hospice program. 

DEATH DID not frighten them. ‘‘I saw so much 
death in Korea,’’ Sister Hock said, that she was worried 
she might be ‘‘insensitive’’ to death. She need not have 
been concerned, she discovered upon the death of her first

patient, a 29-year-old woman. ‘‘I was really happy when 
I felt Cathy’s loss,’’ she said. 


Patients referred to Hospice must have a_ life 
expectancy of six months or less, so the volunteers who 
serve them expect their patients to die. Knowing the 
patients will die does not keep the Sisters from trying to 
know them. ‘‘You have to’ risk becoming involved and 


knowing what it will do to you,’’ Sister Mary said. 


Sisters Rita and Mary work together and have helped 
about 20 persons. Their patients have lived as little as 
three weeks after their initial contact and as much as the 
maximum six months. 

THE WORK they do depends on the needs of the

Happy to be Catholic: David and Connie Jones of Vista

VISTA — After David and Connie Jones went on a 
Marriage Encounter weekend, they began to understand 
that God had a plan for them ‘‘and that we were being 
called to Him and to service in the Church,’’ Connie said. 


The Jones, then parishioners at Mission San Luis Rey, — 
plunged into Church activity. They were a Marriage 


Encounter team couple and zone coordinators. They 
eventually curtailed Marriage Encounter activity to 
become more involved with their parish. They led the 
adult education program at the mission. 


FOR THE last four years they have been parishioners 
at St. Francis Church, Vista; they brought their energy 
for church work with them. 


Connie works on the fall festival, helps the altar boys, is 
part-time parish secretary and stays active with the 
school, where the Jones’ children, Jimmy and Julie, are 
taught. 


Connie and David are Eucharistic ministers and 
lectors, coordinate adult education and have been 
involved in RENEW. 


“‘THE CHURCH is so much a part of us...it’s like 
Christ being a part of our marriage,’’ Connie said, trying 
to explain why the Jones spend so much time on the 
Church. ‘‘I’d rather this be the center of our activity than 
bowling or seeing movies,’’ Connie said. 


David’s involvement is more limited because he is a 
physician and family practitioner in Oceanside. 
Catholicism affects his practice to the point that he would 
pray with patients if they asked. 


‘‘T use my Christian beliefs and encourage my patients 
to believe medicine is limited,’’ he said. He encourages 
his patients to involve prayer and their families in their 
cure. ‘I’m not embarrassed at all to admit my 
Catholicism. I’m very proud of it.”’ 


DAVID WAS raised in a Catholic family of nine in 
Dixon, Ill. His father was killed when he was nine. 
Connie was baptized in a Protestant faith, but went to a 
Catholic school ‘‘for a good education...It was there I 
more or less fell in love with the Church,’’ she said. 


‘With the nuns and my friends I saw something that I 
wanted,’’ she said. Her friends’ families had a ‘‘central 
point’’ she felt was missing in hers. 


She wanted to become Catholic, but her parents urged 
her to give the desire the test of time. All through high 
school she went to Protestant services and Catholic 
‘Masses. Then, she went to nursing school in Los Angeles, 
where she had no Catholic friends. 


SHE BEGAN to question whether Catholicism was for 
her, ‘‘but then the Lord answered my questions and 
introduced me to David.’? She was 22 when she 
converted. 

David was doing his internship at Los Angeles County 


Hospital, where she was learning nursing. He had 
finished his medical studies at Notre Dame and Loyola.. 


Connie became a registered nurse and worked for a few 
years after she and David married. David did his 
residency in Santa Rosa and then joined an established 
medical practice in Oceanside in 1968. 


CONNIE’S FAITH has had ‘‘peaks and valleys,’’ she 
said, but she has never thought of leaving the Church. 
Her husband agreed he has never felt a pull away from 
Catholicism, though, ‘‘There have been times I’ve been 
closer to the Lord than others.”’ 


“‘Tt’s my belief the Catholic Church is indeed the true 
Church established by Christ and we are the successors to 
the apostolic Church He founded,’’ David said. 


Since Vatican II and the changes it brought, “‘I’m 
much more comfortable with the Church,’’ he added. 


THE CHURCH has been ‘‘a source of strength’’ for 
Connie. During crises, she has been grateful to have 
fellow believers to ‘‘pray with us and pray for us.”’ 


Marriage Encounter was a turning point in her life as a 
Christian, she said. ‘‘Marriage Encounter was a big part 
of our lives...It was on my Marriage Encounter weekend 
that I’d say I had my first conversion experience since I 
had converted to the faith.’’? That weekend was ‘‘when I 
really felt the power of the Lord and began to understand 
His love for me.”’ 


The years of involvement given to the marriage 
ministry helped the whole Jones family, Connie said. The 


family began to pray together. Marriage Encounter 
affected how the Jones’ children view marriage, she said. 
The children also recognized their parents were in the 
movement ‘‘to help other people,’’ David said. 


THE CHILDREN: ‘‘experienced community 
involvement within the Church’’ and had the benefit of 
‘‘being with other people who have the same values,”’ 
Connie said. 


It is difficult to say exactly how being Catholic affects 
David’s life, he said, since he does so many things 
‘‘automatically’’ and does not necessarily see what causes 
his actions. 


“If I didn’t have any religion I probably would give in 
to some of ‘the temptations’? that some ‘of his 
acquaintances do ‘‘without thinking anything of it.’ 
Barhopping and marital infidelity are just a few 
temptations, he said. ‘‘Certainly the temptations are 
there and it would be very easy for me to fall into that.’’ 


CATHOLICISM HAS comforted David for most of 
his life, he added. ‘“There have been so many times in my 
life, with major and minor crises, that I’ve’ felt so 
comfortable to go to the Lord...It sure makes it a lot 
easier having the knowledge that the Lord is there.”’ 


Friends have told Connie ‘‘they can see the importance 
of our faith and how our faith has seen us through.’’ She 
often wonders what they would have done without God.

‘Dare to be foolish’ 


It seems that there were many members of the early Church 
who considered themselves helpless in the face of overwhelming 
odds. I deduce this from the fact that so many of the recorded 
stories of Jesus are lessons of encouragement. 


Either Jesus told a great deal of these positive stories, or, these 
positive stories were the ones that His followers selectively 
remembered. In either case, someone must have been in need of 
a reminder of how powerful they could be despite the sad state of 
the world around them. 


The parable we just heard last Sunday, is a case in point. A 
word of encouragement to all those who were saying ‘“‘Why try? 
What can we hope to accomplish? Aren’t we setting ourselves up 
for failure?”’ 


The sower of the seed in Jesus’ story is God. He is no fool and 
yet He seems foolish to scatter the seed. After all, in throwing the 
seed on all types of soil and terrain, there is so much ‘wasted’ 
effort and so much ‘squandered’ seed. 


Yet the sower in the parable perseveres because unless the seed 
is scattered, it won’t land on good soil, either. It won’t take root 
there, and it won’t give an amazing yield of ‘60-fold’. The 
result of the sower’s ‘foolishness’ is a fantastically bountiful 
harvest. A very meagre beginning and a very impressive 
outcome. 


We were meant to learn a lesson from this story. A lesson for 
us as individuals and for us as a church. We are to believe in 
possibilities. We are to dare to be ‘foolish’ like God and be 
generous with our efforts. The yield is there for those who have 
the courage and patience to foster its growth. 


As individuals, whenever we seek to hedge our bets and 
preserve our own interests, we go against the revealed wisdom of 


God. 


As church, we can follow our own wisdom and try to safeguard 
and protect our institutional interests, but whenever we do so we 
take a step backward. 


In the light of history, Jesus was not a hopeless dreamer with 
no grasp on reality. Just like the seeds which grow out of small 
beginnings to yield an impressive harvest, so the Church has 
advanced over the centuries. From a small group of believers it 
has become one of the greatest forces for good in the world. 
Millions of Christians have imitated the foolishness and 
generosity of God and have made the world a better place. Their 
labors have yielded some truly remarkable and unlikely results. 


Of course, much more can be done. Millions of Christians 
have also remained passive and lethargic when confronted by a 
world in need of salvation. For this reason, Jesus’ story is still 
appropriate and will be for the foreseeable future. Jesus offers the 
world a vision, a vision of the way the world could be. A vision of 
justice and peace. We may complain that we are not all that 
responsible if our world is not peaceful or just. We may point out 
that we are powerless or helpless in the face of a thousand 
obstacles. 


Through His parable, Jesus reminds us that no matter how 
powerless or overwhelmed we judge ourselves, God judges us 
otherwise.

(NC) — A mid-July meeting in New 
York showed how much differences in 
philosophical approach and _ practical 
judgment can color what Catholics think 
about U.S. social and economic policy. 


Among differing approaches to 
fundamental theological questions, one of 
the root issues on the theoretical side is 
the way one deals with questions of sin 
and human dignity. 


On the practical side, there are 
complex questions about the real effects of 
social policies and programs on 
individuals and on their attitudes and 
decisions. 


In the next year and a half, as the U.S. 
bishops move toward a national pastoral 
letter on Catholic Social Teachings and the 
American Economy, the debate on such 
issues will intensify. 


The New York meeting, a six-hour 
hearing July 11 on issues of poverty and 
welfare, was sponsored by the Lay 
Commission on Catholic Social Teaching 
and the U.S. Economy, a group of 
prominent American Catholic laypersons 
established in May by the American 
Catholic Committee. The commission 
plans to hold additional hearings on other 
topics this summer and fall and to write a 
lay Catholic letter ‘‘parallel to’’ the one 
being drafted by the bishops. 


Witnesses at the hearing illustrated 
how quickly people may disagree in 
applying shared beliefs to sociological 
phenomena. 


One key difference was in approaches 
to human dignity and sin: While no 
witness denied basic human rights and 
dignity, they diverged quickly and 
sharply in the way they related those 
rights to individual and social obligations 
— and correlatively to individual and 
social sin. 


Most of those who testified could, in 
a broad sweep, be called politically 
conservative. As a group, they tended to 
emphasize individual sin and individual 
obligation: While disaster may befall 
anyone, normally a person exercising 
personal responsibility and standard 
moral virtues can support himself. One 
who fails to live up to his obligations, in 
their view, also gives up his rights. 


In this view, the chief failure of U.S. 
social policy is its permissiveness: By 
failing to demand that the poor meet 
obligations of work and self-support and 
by removing incentives which would 
reinforce that demand, social policy has 
created a large new class of welfare 
recipients, the able but unmotivated. 


Although fewer in number, witnesses 
espousing a more liberal political 
philosophy presented a sharply different 
viewpoint, which emphasized social sin 
and social responsibility: Unjust, 
discriminatory economic and _ social 
realities are ameng the chief causes of 
poverty. 


For example, according to the more 
liberal interpretation, the fact that women 
are far more likely than men to be poor 
does not mean that women are more 
immoral or irresponsible than men. 
Rather, social factors outside their control 
lock them into poverty: the disadvantages 
they face in the labor market, the fact that 

' social structures do not account for the 
obligations of child care that single 
parents — practically all women — must 
meet, and the fact that programs to help 
people break out of poverty are geared to 
meeting the needs and possibilities of 
men. 


In this second view, the chief failure of 
U.S. social policy is that it has not 
overcome or compensated for the sins of 
society which cause poverty and which 
make it difficult or impossible to break 
out of its cycle. 


Tensions over how to relate individual 
and social responsibility or individual and 
social sin are not limited to the issue of 
poverty and welfare, but touch on 
virtually all human and social questions.

VATICAN CITY (NC) — Refugees have an inalienable right 
to a place in their homelands, and the entire international 
community should assist in their financial support while they are 
in exile, Pope John Paul II said. 

The pope’s statement came in a message to a U.N. Conference 
on African Refugees held in Geneva, Switzerland, July 9-11. 


The 650-word French-language message was released by the 
Vatican press office July 12. 

The pontiff said the refugees should be treated as individuals 
with individual needs and talents to be developed. They should 
not be regarded as a mass of humanity which simply needs to be 
fed, clothed and protected from epidemics while awaiting 
departure to other places, he said. d 
- The financial responsiblity for the care of refugees, said the 
pope, ‘‘cannot be assumed solely by the countries of welcome,” 
but must be taken up by the international community with “‘its 
generous assistance.”’ 

The refugees should be educated for their future, said the 
pontiff, ‘‘so that one day they can reclaim their place in their own 
homeland — that is a non-voidable right — with the 
competencies which their time of exile should have permitted 
them to acquire.”

I tell him of the girl I am seeking, so the vice principal stops a 
young man and asks him in front of his friends if he has been to 
‘‘the Tree’’ today and if he has seen her. The young man has not 
seen her, he said, and hurries up a dusty path to ‘‘the Tree.’’ I 
follow. 


There, in the distance, is a pepper tree with quite a few 
students under it. They see their friend and call to him. He is 
trying to tell them a priest is coming to look for their friend. 
Hearing this, they look toward the path and see me in all of my 
splendid black clothes with the little white collar. They can’t 
believe what they are seeing. 


Activity of great proportions begins. Things are hidden and 
they call out to me in four-letter words not filled with love. There 
is great anxiety in their voices. I felt their words, but they did not 
faze me. I had only one mission — to represent the peace of Jesus 
and to find the lost girl. They would be able to help. 


I had come into their land and I was not afraid of them. There 
was something different about me, they said. They were 
attracted to what I was trying to do. I was told not to bother 
looking for the girl, that it was good she had run away. 


Every kid should run away, parents are no good, parents are 
lousy, they said. This was the good life, they added, so don’t try 
to take it away. When they saw that all I wanted was to talk or get 
information to the girl, they promised they would help... .but only 
because I seemed to care. 


As I turned to leave I heard something that only the Lord 
would allow. A young man said, ‘‘I know that priest, he lives 
where I do and if he had only come a few years ago, I would not- 
be here today.’’ I prayed for him immediately. I heard some 
young girls chastising the boys for being so rude to me.I had 
come out of love and they spoke of hate. 

When I returned to the school I told the vice principal what I 
experienced. I told him that maybe I should walk up to ‘‘The 
Tree’? more often. Maybe those who love God should be there 
every. day, too. ;

The Sacred Liturgy

Why does the 


When a parish is about to celebrate the sacrament of 
confirmation, everyone concerned usually gets very 
excited and at least a little nervous. The importance of the 
event is manifested in the fact that the bishop comes to the 
parish to confirm. 


But why is a bishop necessary? After all, the celebration 
of the Mass is greater by far than the sacrament of 
confirmation and only a priest is needed for the Mass. 
Baptism is the first of all the sacraments, but a deacon as 
well as a priest may baptize, and in case of necessity a lay 
person may do-so. 


A LITTLE theology and history can help toward an 
answer to the question. Baptism, confirmation, and the 
Eucharist are the sacraments of Christian initiation. 
Confirmation completes what baptism has begun and 
leads to the Eucharist. Baptism and confirmation are so 
intimately connected that in the documents which we 
have available from the earliest times of the Church, 
including the New Testament, it is difficult to distinguish 
them. They were administered without separation at the 
same time and were followed by one’s first celebration of 


Nor will they have similar sex siblings with whom to 
fight, respond and become lifelong friends. I find this sad 
because I learned much from older and younger siblings. 
Sitting smack in the middle of seven, I had every kind of 
sibling except a younger sister. Three younger brothers 
filled the void, which helped a lot when rearing boys of my 
own. 


If most couples choose to follow cultural norms, it 
suggests significant change in the couple dynamic because 
most oldest siblings tend to be highly independent and 
youngest highly dependent. This may well reinforce 
traditional dominant/submissive patterns of marriage 
which have been reversing recently. This isn’t a given, of 
course. Girls, for the first time in history, will know that 
they are wanted and that will surely have an effect on self- 
worth and image. 


WHAT WORRIES family futurists is the possibility 
that families will choose to have boys only and upset the 
demographic balance. This, too, is a mixed blessing for 
women. Throughout history, whenever women have been 
in the minority, as in colonial times or the opening of the 
West, they have been more highly prized and cherished. 


However, their role has also been more proscribed as 
caretakers of men at these times and outside opportunities 
limited for them. 


. As for men, there’s likely to be more pressure on them 
to achieve if they are the only male to carry on the family 
name, status, business and pride. All the family marbles 
will be in one basket and the male who isn’t driven to 


achieve may well find himself a disappointment to a - 


family who in earlier times transferred their hopes to a 
second or third son. 


These are intriguing potentialities, the kind we get 
when we start tampering with nature. Not that tampering 
with nature is evil or anything like that. God wouldn’t 
send us genetic advances if He didn’t feel we were ready 
for them. But when we have control, we can no longer 


- blame God for our decisions. I wonder if we’re ready for 


the responsibility of designing our families. 


IF EVERYBODY decides to have boys and we see our 
race going down:the tubes, will we face legislation that 
limits boys or requires one girl in each family? Will we 
allow girls to go unmarried or couples to go childless? 
Then will we complain about government getting too 
much into our private lives? It was easier when we could 


blame God. 


bishop come for confirmation? 


the Eucharist. The bishop was the head of the Christian 
community and he was the minister who through the 
sacraments of Christian initiation welcomed people not 
only into the local Church but into the universal Church. 
Usually a somewhat large number of people were 
baptized since baptism was ordinarily conferred only once 
a year at Easter. The bishop was assisted by his priests 
and deacons but reserved to himself the post-baptismal 
rites, which we call confirmation. 


The spread of the Church made it more difficult for the 
bishop to celebrate all the baptisms, especially in outlying 
areas. Local priests began to baptize without the bishop 
but the concluding rites were left until a time when the 
bishop could:come to the local Church. It was virtually 
unthinkable that the bishop would have no direct part at 
all in Christian initiation. 


The reason why the bishop is emphasized as the 
minister of Christian initiation is that we become 
Catholics not merely as part of a select community, the 
parish. We become part of the broad community of the 
diocese, and indeed of the universal Church. This truth 


leads a Catholic to feel at home in a parish which is not his 
own, even if it be in a different diocese or a foreign 
country. 


WHEN A priest welcomes adult converts into the 
Church, he is permitted to baptize and confirm them in 
one ceremony during the Easter Vigil without waiting for 
the bishop to come for confirmation. The purpose of this 
permission is to emphasize that Easter is the most proper 
time for entrance into the Church and that baptism and 
confirmation are intimately connected as sacraments of 
Christian initiation. The new Catholic receives 
communion for the first time at the Mass of Easter which 
follows the Vigil. This permission exchanges one value, 
the presence of the bishop as a sign of the broader 
Church, for another value, the emphasis on the nature of 
the sacraments of Christian initiation. 


When a priest baptizes and confirms, there is a need to 
stress the fact of incorporation into the Church 
throughout the diocese and the whole world. When the 
bishop confirms there is a need to stress the fact that 
confirmation completes baptism and leads to the 
Eucharist. 
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Debate over liberation theology intensifies

NC — A new debate seems to be rising in the Church 
over liberation theology. 


A movement that originated in Latin America in the 
late 1960s and early ’70s, liberation theology continues to 
be a significant force there and has since taken on new 
forms in other parts of the world, including African 
theology and North American feminist theology. 


THE LATEST signal of a renewed controversy came 
in late June as an international group of prominent 
theologians protested against attacks on _ liberation 
theology by Church officials. 


Chief object of the theologians’ protest was a leaked 
critique of liberation theology by Cardinal Joseph 
Ratzinger, prefect of the Vatican Congregation for the 
Doctrine of the Faith. The document was a report the 
cardinal had given at a recent meeting of top Vatican 
officials. Leaked in Chile, it was published in Italy in 
March by a national Catholic monthly, 30 Giorni (30 
Days). 

Cardinal Ratzinger began by saying there are 
acceptable forms of liberation theology. He cited the 
documents of the 1968 and 1979 general assemblies of the 
Latin-American bishops as examples of such acceptable 
positions, ‘‘which set, in the context of a correct ecclesial 
theology, the proper place of the Christian’s necessary 
responsibility toward the poor and oppressed.”’ 


BUT HE devoted virtually all of his critique to arguing 
against liberation theology as expressed in ‘‘those 
theologies which in some way have made the fundamental 
Marxist option their own.’’ 


The root question posed by Cardinal Ratzinger’s 
critique is whether liberation theology is inextricably tied 
to Marxist ideology and analysis or, if not, how successful 
its chief practitioners have been in overcoming Marxist 
ideas of class struggle, the politicization of all reality, and 
dialectical historical determinism. 


All liberation theology begins with a lived experience of 
oppression or lack of freedom and finds in Christian faith 
the awareness of one’s own dignity and the impetus to 
avercome oppression and be free. Liberation is not only 
from personal sin but also from unjust social structures 
which hinder the realization of one’s freedom and dignity 
as a human being.

patient. ‘‘We’re not in this as nurses...It’s nice to have a 
nursing background,’’ Sister Mary said. 


When it comes to religion, volunteers don’t search out 
patients’ beliefs, Sister Rita said. ‘‘You leave it to the 
patient to bring up religion,’’ Sister Mary added. 


Spirituality and the afterlife are discussed only if a 
patient wants to talk to the volunteer about it, they 
agreed. 


SISTERS RITA and Mary are Eucharistic ministers 
and have taken communion to Catholic patients who ask 
for the sacrament. 


The peace of death has impressed Sister Rita. ‘“The 
peace that seems to come over the patient’’ is evident, she 
said. ‘‘A marked change takes place.’’ 

Their patients all experienced ‘‘a peaceful, quiet time 
before death...It’s something beautiful coming into their 
lives. They’re no longer absorbed in trivialities,’’ Sister 
Rita said. 

HOSPICE CLIENTS give more than they get from 
volunteers, Sister Rita said. ‘‘I have felt enriched each 


day that I have spent with a Hospice patient...each one 
has given me something,”’ Sister Mary said. 
Facing the deaths of young people ‘‘is harder’’ Sister 


Rita said. ‘‘Naturally it’s harder to see, especially if there 
are children involved.’’ She tries to view it from the 
Christian perspective: ‘‘This is the time that they are 
passing from this life to beyond.”’ 


The young who die must have fulfilled their destiny, 
Sister Mary said. She finds solace in the thought that 
“‘they have accomplished what God wants them to do.”’ 


CURRENTLY, SISTER Mary is convalescing from a 
hip injury and is beginning to walk without a cane. She 
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AMONG UNACCEPTABLE proponents of liberation 
theology, Cardinal Ratzinger cited by name Peruvian 
Father Gustavo Gutierrez, often called the father of 
liberation theology, and Jesuit Father Jon Sobrino, a 
Spanish priest working in El Salvador. 


The theologians who protested were the members of the 
editorial board of Concilium, a theological periodical 
founded in the 1960s to serve as a forum for theological 
trends and views following the Second Vatican Council. 


The theologians declared: their solidarity ‘‘with the 
theologians of liberation...not only with their theological 
thought, but also with the concrete positions that they 
take.”’ 


THE THEOLOGICAL group said that grassroots 
liberation movements in the Third World are ‘‘a sign of 
hope for the whole church’’ and that theology needs 
“‘freedom of research and expression’’ to reflect on those 
movements.’ ‘‘Any premature intervention by higher 
authorities risks stifling the Spirit,’ the group said. 


Several U.S. theologians questioned by National 
Catholic News Service disagreed with Cardinal 
Ratzinger’s characterization of the thought of Father 
Gutierrez. 


The cardinal cited the Peruvian theologian as an 
exponent of the view that ‘‘every reality is political,’’ in 
effect reducing the Christian message to a “‘guide to 
political action.”’ 


WHILE TEACHING a course at the Mexican 
American Cultural Center in San Antonio, Texas, at the 
end of June, Father Gutierrez described his position: “‘I 
believe that liberation, the salvation of God, also 
encompasses the liberation from all the social conditions 
of oppression. It is not limited to social liberation, but I 
think that social liberation is one aspect of liberation, of 
salvation. 


“The salvation of God is, after all, the liberation from 


sin,’’ the priest continued. ‘‘But, it is also the liberation 


from all the unjust structures which do not permit a 
person to fulfill himself.’’

SOUTH BEND, Indiana — Father Ken Metz of 
Milwaukee, Wisconsin has been elected chairman of the 
National Committee of the Catholic Charismatic Renewal 
of the United States. He is not new to the committee, 
however, since he had served as a consultant to it for three 


years as chairman of the National Diocesan Liaison 
Steering Committee of the Catholic Charismatic 
Renewal. Father Metz has experience in both parish and 
campus ministry, has been active in the healing ministry 
and is currently director of Bethany House, a residence 
for priests. 


“T think he (Cardinal Ratzinger) was way off on 
Gutierrez,’’ said Jesuit Father Walter Burghardt, editor 
of Theological Studies, a leading American Catholic 
theological quarterly. 


FATHER AVERY Dulles, another leading American 
Jesuit theologian, also said he did not think Father 
Gutierrez was ‘‘guilty’’ of reducing theology to politics or 
political action. 


Father Dulles also had a problem, however, with the 
statement by the Concilium board. It ‘was too much a 
blanket approval of liberation theology,’’ he said, when it 
declared solidarity not only with the movement in general 
but with ‘‘the concrete positions that they (liberation 
theologians) take.”’ 


Father Richard McBrien, head of the theology school of 
the University of Notre Dame, expressed a similar view, 
saying the board’s statement was a “‘blank check’’ for 
everything that is proposed in the name of liberation 
theology. 


AT THE same time he also criticized Cardinal 
Ratzinger’s comments about Fathers Gutierrez and 
Sobrino. He called them ‘‘fine Catholic theologians’’ 
whose thinking falls within the boundaries of Catholic 
tradition. 


Father McBrien said that his chief problem with 
liberation theology — whether Latin American or black 
African or American feminist — is not usually with the 
leading theologians, but with ‘‘the camp followers.”’ 

It is primarily ‘‘in the second rank,’ he said, that 
‘‘Marxism as an ideology seeps into the rhetoric of 
liberation thought.”’

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Clerics freed from prison 


MANILA, Philippines (NC) — Two 
Columban Fathers whose murder trial 
ended when charges were dismissed said 
July 10 that they were framed by the 
Philippine military because they 
campaigned against human _ rights 
violations, said Reuters, the British news 
agency. 

Fathers Brian Gore, 40, of Australia 
and Niall O’Brien, 44, of Ireland were 
freed in early July after a 15-month court 
battle. The judge in the case said the 
government’s evidence was insufficient to 
prove their guilt ‘“‘beyond a reasonable 


doubt.’ They agreed to leave. the 
Philippines within 30 days of the 
judgment. 


THEY AND six Catholic laymen were 
accused of the 1982 ambush slaying of 
Mayor Pablo Sola of Kabankalan, 
Phillipines. 

The priests made the allegations that 
they were framed by the military when 
they spoke to reporters during a reception 
given in Manila by their order, Reuters 
said. 


They had worked for many years with 
poor farmers in the Negros Occidental 
Province before being charged with the 
mayor’s murder. They said they worked 
against alleged human rights violations. 


FATHER GORE told the reporters 
that he planned to leave the country July 
19 for an assignment in Australia. 


But he said he felt “‘very sad to leave 
because I have been a priest for 16 years, 
and I spent 15 of them here in the 
Philippines. 

“*Tt will be a culture shock for me when 
I get back to Australia,’’ Father Gore 
said. 


‘“*DESPITE THE inconveniences in 
prison it was worth it,’’ Father O’Brien 
said. ‘‘I came here to teach the people, 
but it turned out that they were the ones 
who taught me the meaning of gentleness, 
courtesy, loyalty and hospitality,’’ he 
said. 

Father O’Brien said he planned to 
travel to Ireland July 11, before going to 
Rome and then to New York.

HOWEVER, MARY Frances Flood, 
youth minister at St. Edward’s Church in 
Bloomington, Minn., said that on the 
basis of her contact with a priest in 
another city it would be misleading to use 
“fexcellent’? as a description of the 
religious situation in general. 


For part of the time, tour participants 
divided into groups and visited different 
cities. In all, they visited Moscow, 
Leningrad and 12 other widely scattered 
cities. But the tour, arranged by the 
Soviet churches and the official Soviet 
tour agency, did not include Lithuania, 
an area with a large Catholic population. 


Ginte Damusis; associate director of 


Brooklyn-based Lithuanian Catholic _ 
Religious Aid, reported speculation that | 


the Soviet government did not want the 
group to contact Catholics who are 
strongly resistant to its control there. But 
she said she did not sense the watchful eye 
of security police on this visit as she had 
during a 1979 trip to Leningrad and 
Lithuania. 


MS. DAMUSIS also said government 
restraints, including gaining permission 
to attend a seminary, were more severe 
on Catholics than on the Orthodox. 


Though Catholics were few in the areas 
covered by the tour, Catholic participants 
took advantage of the opportunity to 
contact them, wherever possible. 

Father Ronald Voss, director of the 
Center for Peace and Life Studies in 
Muncie, Ind., said he and the other two 


priests concelebrated Mass in English at 


St. Louis Catholic Church in Leningrad: 
He said they spoke some Latin to 
communicate with the Russian priest. 


HELEN SCHERR, a public school 


teacher from: Modesto, Calif., said she - 


talked in Russian with a Catholic priest in 
Minsk and was told that the Church was 
“filled as never before’? with young 
people as well as the elderly. But 
primarily elderly congregations . were 
reported in the Leningrad church and at 
another in Moscow. 


Helen Casey, Pax Christi assistant 
coordinator for Michigan, said she found 
some Soviet awareness of Pax Christi, a 
Catholic peace organization. Other 
visitors reported finding knowledge of the 
U.S. bishops’ 1983 pastoral letter on war 
and peace, which has been translated into 
Russian.

The Lifeline Letter Project will begin 
in San Diego with the cooperation of the 
American Jewish Committee, Sister Ann 
said. 


The campaign, focused on people who 
want to leave the Soviet Union, provides 
names and addresses of Soviet refusniks 
and activists to outsiders. Refusniks are 
those whose request to leave their country 
has been denied. Activists, Sister Ann 
said, are those who are ‘‘claiming their 
human rights’? and consequently have 
been jailed, will be jailed or are under 
house arrest. 


WARM, BRIEF, personal letters 
written to Soviets are a way of helping 
‘‘free captives, bring light to the blind,’’ 
she said. 

The letters are not used to proselytize, 
criticize the Soviet Union or its satellite 
countries or to indicate a desire for the 
recipient to be freed. Letters dealing with 
those subjects can endanger the recipient. 


“Tt’s a lifeline of hope. It tells you you 
are known, you are not alone, you 


haven’t been forgotten or abandoned,”’ , 


Sister Ann said. 

LETTER writers must have patience 
and should be willing to write about once 
a month for a year. Sometimes, it is not 
possible for the recipients to respond, 
much as they might want to, she said.

Sister Ann hates to think Americans 
would be afraid to write letters and risk 
having their names known in_ the 
Communist country. ‘‘We’re supposed to 
be the home of the brave. Are we afraid to 
use our freedom? I really fear for our 
future if we are that paranoid,”’ she said. 


“Your name becomes worthless’’ ‘if 
your fear dominates action, she said. 


THE CONDITION = of Andrei 
Sakharov and his wife, Elena, should be 
examples to us, Sister Ann_ said. 
interest lately has been 
focused on the welfare of Sakharov, a 
physicist, humanitarian and Nobel 
laureate. The human rights advocate has 
been exiled to Gorky since early 1980. 


“*If Sakharov can be threatened, and he 
is such a great, well-known figure, think 
of what happens to the little person. We 
do not have a right to be silent,’’ Sister 
Ann said.

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Demo’s V.P. selection 
gets praise and criticism

Walter F. Mondale’s choice of Rep. Geraldine Ferraro, 
D-N.Y., as his vice presidential running mate drew praise 
from fellow Democrats, feminists and social justice 
lobbyists but criticism from pro-lifers. 


Mondale named Ms. Ferraro, an Italian-American 
Catholic, as his running mate July 12. It is the first time a 
major political party has had a woman vice presidential 
candidate or a person of Italian ancestry. 


DR. JOHN Willke, president of the National Right to 
Life Committee, called Ms. Ferraro ‘‘the closest 
congressional ally’’ of Catholics for a Free Choice, which 
Willke characterized as ‘‘militantly pro-abortion.”’ 


He said that in selecting Ms. Ferraro, ‘‘Mondale has 
caved in to radical feminist. demands that his vice 
presidential nominee be a solid supporter of legal abortion 
on demand and. of: federal funding of abortion on 
demand.”’ 


Added’ Willke, ‘‘Mondale passed up equally well- 


qualified women because they did not pass the pro- ° 


abortion litmus test.”’ 


“IN INTERVIEWS, Rep. Ferrarc often says she is 
‘personally opposed’ to abortion and prefers to discuss the 
extremely rare ‘hard cases,’ such as pregnancies resulting 
from rape. But this is a sham. Her record demonstrates 
that she favors federal funding of unrestricted abortion,’’ 
Willke said. 


According to a NRLC rating she voted for abortion five 
out of five times in 1982 and 1983. The Equal Rights 
Amendment was included as one of the five pro-abortion 
votes listed by the NRLC. 


Immaculate Heart of Mary Sister Nancy Sylvester, 
national coordinator of Network, said she was pleased 
Ms. Ferraro had been chosen and called her ‘‘a leader 
within the Democratic Party.” 


SISTER SYLVESTER noted that in a survey done by 
Network, the Catholic social justice lobby founded by 
nuns, Ms. Ferraro’s voting record paralled Network’s 
positions in 10 out of 11 cases on issues such as defense 
spending, foreign policy, jobs and food stamps. 


“‘T’ve always found her extremely willing to discuss 
issues,’’ Sister Sylvester said, calling her a solid 
representative who does her homework and showed her 
leadership skills as head of the Democratic platform 
committee. 

Democratic Party leaders praised Mondale’s choice of 
Ms. Ferraro. 


“FUNDAMENTALLY, IT’S a step in the right 
direction,’’ said the Rev. Jesse Jackson. He said he had 
advocated a woman vice presidential candidate from the 
beginning of his own campaign for the Democratic 
nomination. : 


House Speaker Thomas P. O’ Neill, D-Mass., an early 
backer of Ms. Ferraro said, ‘‘She’s got all the qualities of 
leadership. She’s an extremely able, talented person.... 
It’s a breakthrough for the women of America.”’ 


Ms. Ferraro’s Italian ethnic background may more 
helpful to the Democrats because he believes Italian 
Americans see this as the time to ‘‘reap the fruits of their 
former generations’ labor’’ for the party, Schwartz said. 


Phyllis Schlafly, speaking at the Family Forum III in 
San Francisco, predicted that Mondale’s choice of Ms. 
Ferraro will give Americans ‘‘a good close look at what 
the radical feminist agenda is.”’ 


MRS. SCHLAFLY, leader of the anti-Equal Rights 
Amendment campaign, described Ms. Ferraro as ‘‘an 
enthusiastic supporter of Roe vs. Wade,’’ the Supreme 
Court ruling legalizing abortion. ‘‘I think she personifies 
the abortion issue,’’ Mrs. Schlafly said, adding that the 


congresswoman may hurt Mondale’s chances for victory. 


‘*There are simply millions of Democrats who will vote 
for Ronald Reagan on this issue (abortion),’’ Mrs. 
Schlafly said. ‘

Expulsion of Nicaraguan priests condemned by pope 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope John Paul II said he 
deplored the expulsion of 10 foreign priests from 
Nicaragua and that the action ‘‘added to the trials already 
suffered’’ by the Church in Nicaragua. e 


He spoke about the expulsion at the end of a 
Wednesday morning general audience in St. Peter’s 
Square two days after the July 9 expulsion. 


‘“‘I EXPRESS my active deploring (of the action) and 
my intimate participation in the suffering of that 
Church,’’ he said» 


The pope’ told the crowd at the audience that he was 
asking God ‘‘to illumine the minds of the (government) 
authorities so that they will want to revoke this decision, 
which is openly harmful to the Church and to the needs of 
the Catholic people of Nicaragua.”’ 


Nicaragua’s Sandinista government announced July 9 
that it was expelling the priests because they planned to 
‘provoke a confrontation between the Church and the 
state.”’

THE ACTION followed a protest march led by 

Archbishop Miguel Obando Bravo of Managua in 

support of a Nicaraguan priest accused by the 

government of aiding rebels. The Washington Post 

reported that seven of the expelled priests participated in 
the march. 


The expelled priests included four Spaniards, two 
Italians, two Costa Ricans, a Panamanian and a 
Canadian, the newspaper said. 


The Vatican newspaper L’Osservatore Romano, in a 
front page editorial July 11, said the ‘‘the painful episode 
is a further confirmation of a June 22 communique of the 
executive commission of the Nicaraguan Bishops’ 
Conference which denounced and lamented the campaign 
under way for years to discredit the Church.”’ 


POPE JOHN Paul also called the Nicaraguan 
government action ‘‘a grave loss’’ for the Archdiocese of 
Managua, ‘‘whose clergy is not sufficiently numerous 
with respect to the vast pastoral and charitable 
demands.”’’ 
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The Church in Nicaragua, the pope observed, 
“‘continues, for its part, to carry out its own responsibility 
in promoting in the country the rejection of violence and 
in following the path of dialogue and of reconciliation.”’ 


The march was in support of Father Luis Amado Pena 
who was accused by the Nicaraguan government of anti- 
government activities and confined to a seminary outside 
Managua. y 


In its editorial on the expulsions, L’Osservatore 
Romano said ‘‘the provisions adopted by the authorities 
in Managua appear unjustified, or, in the best of 
hypotheses, totally out of proportion.”’ 
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Pope calls apartheid possible threat to global peace

VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope John 
Paul II denounced apartheid, South 
Africa’s policy of imposed racial 
segregation, calling it an offense to 
human dignity and a possible threat to 
regional and world peace. 


The pope also criticized the forced 
removals of black people to tribal 
homelands established by South Africa 
and called for the rapid establishment of 
independence for Namibia, a territory 
administered by South Africa. 


IN OTHER activities in a busy July 7 
schedule, the pope urged Indonesia to 
respect human rights in East Timor, 
which has a large Catholic population. 
The pontiff also met with hundreds of 
Armenian Catholics and told them to 
maintain ecumenical dialogue with 
Eastern Orthodox churches. 


The pope’s strongly-worded statement 
against apartheid and other forms of 
racial discrimination came during a 
Vatican meeting with the U.N. Special 
Committee Against Apartheid. The 
committee was led by chairman Joseph 
N. Garba of Nigeria. 


‘Every form of discrimination based 
on race, whether occasional or 
systematically practiced, and whether it is 
aimed at individuals or whole racial 
groups, is absolutely unacceptable,’’ the 
pope said in an address to the group. Such 
discrimination violates the Church’s 
principle of ‘‘the fundamental equality of 
all human beings,’’ he said. 


RECALLING THAT Pope Paul VI 
had voiced concern about the attempts to 
create discriminatory political structures 
in Africa, Pope John Paul said the 
Vatican has continued to follow events in 
southern Africa closely and speak out 
about human rights violations. 


““As for Namibia, the Holy See 
expresses the hope that it will be possible 
for the negotiations, which have been 
going on for a long time, to be translated, 
without too much. delay, into clear 
decisions which will recognize without 
ambiguity the right of this nation to be 


sovereign and independent,’” the pope 
said. 


Namibia, also known as South West 
Africa, is administered by South Africa 
under a disputed mandate dating from 
World War I. .The South-West Africa 
Peoples Organization, which the U.N. 
has declared the ‘“‘sole legitimate 
representative of the Namibian people,’’ 
has battled South African troops in an 
18-year guerrilla war there. 


THE POPE $ssaved his strongest 
criticism for what he called the ‘‘forced 
displacement of vast numbers of people in 
South Africa.’’ 


The government’s relocation policy, 
the pope said, ‘‘represents a grave 
violation of the rights of the. human 
person, and at the same time is deeply 
damaging to family life and the social 
fabric.”’ 


The situation, he said, is a 
consequence of the system of apartheid.”’ 


“THE HOLY See, for its part, 
expresses its concern at procedures 
contrary to the dignity of individuals and 
whole communities,’’ he said. ‘‘It 
earnestly hopes that a different policy will 
be established, in order that a population 
already so sorely tried and whose right to 
be treated without discrimination is 
systematically flouted may be spared 
further painful and tragic experiences.”’

Apartheid must be changed, the pope 
added, ‘‘so that other catastrophic 
consequences can be avoided in the 
future, for the true good of all who live in 
the region and for the sake of world 
peace.’ 


The pope in his talk mentioned joint 
efforts made by the Southern Africa 
Catholic Bishops Conference and the 
South African Council of .Churches 
regarding the relocation policy.

When the world Synod of Bishops met 
last October to discuss the highly spiritual

Pope John Paul said his reason for 
mentioning the Namibian and relocation 
issues ‘‘is not that the Holy See wishes to 
put forward proposals of a_ political 
nature.”’

Among the newer nations.of Africa 
with which | am most familiar are three 
which took new names on independence 
— and each now begins with a ‘’2Z’’. 
They are Zaire, Zambia and Zimbabwe. 
All three have noticeable Catholic 
missionary activity in their background 
and history. 

Zaire was once the Belgian Congo, 
that vast tract of land in the literal 
heart of Africa which was the pride of 
the king of the Belgians. Belgian 
Catholicism was strong under colonial 
rule and much of that ‘strength has 
remained through the past two decades 
of independence. Today the former 
Congo, Zaire has a notable Catholic 
entity. 

A celebration there recently 
proclaimed 50 years of teaching and 
priestly formation at the major 
seminary of Mayidi, near Kinshasa. 
During these 50 years the former Jesuit 
seminary has helped in the formation of 
1,203 seminarians, 350 of whom have 
become priests and eight subsequently 
received the mitre of bishop. The 
seminary continues as a ‘‘secular’ 
institution, not Jesuit. 


Zambia, formerly Northern Rhodesia,

LATER ON July 7, the pope made an 
evening visit to the pontifical Armenian 
College in Rome to help celebrate the 
100th anniversary of its founding. 


Speaking to several hundred Armenian 
Catholics, the pope praised them for 
keeping their faith despite a history of 
misfortunes, persecutions and 
migrations. He told students that their 
pastoral duty included contact with their 
Orthodox brethren. This ecumenical 
task, he added, should be carried out 
“‘with a generous soul, with perfect faith 
and with unlimited love.”’ 


The Church must reunite people in 
God’s love, the pope said, especially ‘‘in a 
difficult time like ours, while we observe 
with concern the persistent attempts at

Pro-life priest sentenced and fined 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala. (NC) — 
Benedictine Father Edward Markley, 
coordinator of pro-life activities in the 
Birmingham Diocese, received a $200 
fine, two 30-day suspended sentences and 
was placed on 12 months probation July 
10 for assaulting two employees at a 
Huntsville, Ala., clinic which performs 
abortions. 


Father Markley, pastor of Our Lady of 
the Shoals Church in Tuscumbia, Ala., 
also was required to pay $1,400 in 
restitution for the employees’ medical 
bills and clothing ruined as a result of the 
assaults at The Women’s Community 
Health Center June 15. 


FATHER MARKLEY pleaded 
innocent to the charges and planned to 
appeal the sentence. He still faces a felony 
charge for allegedly splattering red paint 
on clinic walls, causing about $2,500 
damage. : 


In another case a warrant was issued 
for his arrest for allegedly doing about 
$5,000 worth of damage with a 
sledgehammer at a clinic in Birmingham 
May 11. He said he had not received the 
warrant as of July 10.

Vickie Sloup, a nurse and director of 
the Huntsville center, resigned her job at 
the clinic after Father Markley’s arrest, 
saying she had a ‘‘personal sadness’’ over 
the incident. 


MRS. SLOUP, a member of Good 
Shepherd Parish in Huntsville, testified at 
Father Markley’s trial that she had called 
security guards and police to have him 
arrested when he entered the clinic June 
15. 


Bishop Joseph G. Vath of Birmingham 
issued a statement in June saying that 
although he could not approve of 
destroying or defacing property or of 
‘violence to obtain a good end,’’ he 
believed a person should act according to 
a right conscience. 


‘Tf one is convinced that abortion is the 
taking of innocent life according to God’s 
revealed word, he is not acting unjustly 
according to God’s law in defending the 
innocent unborn ones,’”’ Bishop Vath 
said. The right of life supersedes the 
rights to property and privacy, he added. 


THE DIOCESAN Commission on 
Peace and Justice had issued a statement 
supporting Father Markley, calling his 
actions ‘‘dramatic’’ and ‘‘symbolic.”’

VATICAN CITY (NC) — Religious 
are called to be signs of God’s love in a 
contemporary world marked by 
“‘materialism and moral confusion,” 
Pope John Paul II said in a letter to the 
National Congress of Religious in 
Scotland. 


The July 8-13 congress was the first 
national meeting of Scottish Religious. 


“OUR CONTEMPORARIES yearn 
for a personal experience of God’s loving 
presence in their lives and in the events 
that shape human history,’’ said the 
letter, sent on behalf of the ‘pope and 
signed by papal Secretary of State 
Cardinal Agostino Casarolli. 


‘Yet such an experience is made more 
difficult by the materialism and moral 
confusion which accompany the profound 
transformations taking place in society,”’ 
the letter said. 


“‘Men and women Religious are called 
in a special way to respond to this 


challenge by sharing their gifts with 
others through their example and 
apostolate.’’ 

THE LETTER was dated June 18 and 
released at the Vatican July 10. There are 
1,216 women Religious in Scotland and 
365 male Religious. 

Of Scotland’s slightly more than 5.1 
million people, 816,557 are Catholics.

NEW YORK (NC) — The Pope of 
Greenwich Village (MGM-UA) is about 
two young men raised on the streets of 
Little Italy who dream dreams. 

The dream of Charlie (Mickey Rourke) 
is more firmly grounded in reality than 
that of his cousin Paulie (Eric Roberts), 
an inveterate foul-up in the eyes of one 
and all whose ambition outruns his talent 
in about the same ratio as his eagerness to 
deceive outruns his guile. : 

CHARLIE WANTS to own his own 
restaurant and Paulie wants to gain riches 


_as the owner of a race horse. Charlie has a 


closet full of expensive suits, but most of 
them aren’t paid for. And, like Paulie, 
he’s in hock to moneylenders whose 
collection methods are extremely 
elemental. 


" At the start of the story, which novelist 
Vincent Patrick adapted from his book, 
Charlie and Paulie both have honest jobs. 
Charlie is the maitre d’ at an expensive 
restaurant in Greenwich Village and 
Paulie is a waiter. Paulie’s penchant for 
petty larceny, however, gets both of them 
fired and their precarious financial state 
abruptly becomes one of outright 
desperation. 


Paulie comes up with a scheme for a 
sure thing: a safecracking job carried out 
with the expertise of Barney (Kenneth 
McMillan), a weary, middle-aged 
locksmith who is the father of a 25-year- 
old severely retarded son. 

AGAINST HIS own better judgment 
-and the furious protests of his beautiful 
young mistress Diane (Daryl Hannah), 
Charlie goes in with Paulie and Barney. 

The safe does indeed contain a lot of 
money, but a complication arises when a 


crooked policeman is killed accidentally in - 


the course of the robbery. He had come to 
pick up the money for a payoff to his 
superior office. 


When Charlie cross-examines Paulie, 
the unsettling news that the safe belongs 
to a local mob bigshot, Bedbug Eddie 
(Burt Young), comes to light. Thus the 
hapless trio have both vengeful police and 
hoodlums after them. 

THE RESEMBLANCE of plot. and 
character is so similar to those of Martin 
Scorsese’s Mean Streets that it might 
present grounds for litigation. But be that 
as it may, director Stuart Rosenberg 
(Cool Hand Luke) has made a quite 
different kind of movie. |

Cannonball Run II 

This is the latest automotive home 
movie by Burt Reynolds and friends, a 
sort of cinematic People magazine on 
wheels.

Careful, He Might Hear You 

A sensitive, extremely well-acted 
Australian film about a custody fight 
between two sisters over the 6-year-old 
son of a third sister who died in 
childbirth. This is a rewarding film for 
mature viewers. Because it involves the 
less-than-wholesome attraction of a 
woman for a young child, the U-S. 
Catholic Conference has classified it A-III 
— adults. 


Bachelor Party 
Pretty much what you’d gather from 
the title: full of gross unfunny jokes. 
Because of these and because of its 
exploitations -of nudity, it has been 
classified O — morally offensive — by 
the U.S. Catholic Conference. 


There is none of the frenetic energy of 
Scorsese’s minor classic, but The Pope of 
Greenwich Village, thanks in large part to 
Patrick’s script and some excellent acting, 
is more thoughtful, more intelligent and, 
in some respects at least, more moving. 


Two performances that stand out are 
those of McMillan as Barney and 
Geraldine Page as the tough mother of the 
crooked policeman. Especially affecting is 
a scene at a subway station when Barney, 
fleeing from the police, says goodbye to 
his wife, Nora (Betty Miller). 


THE MAIN burden of the film falls 
upon Roberts and Rourke, however, and 
they overdo things a bit at times - in 
Roberts’ case, at almost all times. 


Ms. Hannah does her best with the 
poorly defined role of Charlie’s blond, 
WASP mistress, a dancing teacher. 
(Where did these two ever meet, I kept 
wondering?) Her major function seems to 
be to show off her physical charms in as 
few clothes as possible, a touch 
characteristic of the film as a whole in that 
Rosenberg tends to put a gloss on gritty 
reality. - 


BECAUSE OF its extremely harsh 
language and some moderate violence, it 
has been classified A-III - Adults - by the 
U.S. Catholic Conference. The industry 
rating is R - Restricted.
